KING OF THE NASHWAAK 


RISE AND FALL. OF ALEX. GIBSON 
OF NEW BRUNSWICK. 


At Age of Ninety-Two Years Great 
Captain of Industry Sees His Pro- 
perties Sold to Pay the Mortgages 
—Made a Fortune tn Lumber on 
the Shores of Fundy and Built 
Great Cotton Mills. 


According to New Brunewick pa- 
pers, the property of the Gibson Rail- 
way & Lumber Co., at: Gibson and 
other points in the province, is to be 
sold to satisfy mortgages aggregating 
half a million dollars. Full descrip- 
ition of the property will soon be ad- 
vertised, and of such variety are the 
holdings and so numerous the items 
that it is said the advertjsement will 
fill twenty-eight columns of a news- 

aper. With this sale will depart 
rom thé hands of the veteran Alex- 
ander Gibson, the last of the great 
iestate which he assembled and at 
‘least nominally directed during a 
longer working life than iw granted 
to ninety-nine men in a hundred. 

The majority of the people of New 
Brunswick may be described as farm- 
ers, but they are nearly always lum- 
bermen first of all.

province. 

Born in the, last year of the reign ot 
George 1II. it was little past the 
middie of the century when Mr. Gib 
son had made a fortune as a lumber 
operator on the shore of the Bay oi 
Fundy. In those days thereiis said 
to have been a crudity about his book 
keeping. Whether he kept any bookr 
at all or not it was noticed that he 
usually tore.up his receipts, But he 
Was young and vigorous, and ther 
was a large margin of profit in lum 
ber, and therefa:e ne prospered. When 
the timber along the bay shore haa 
been pretty well cut or burned away 
about the end of the United State- 
civil war, he moved 100 miles up tie 


St. John River. There, oppasit 
Fredericton, where the Nashwauk 
joins the main stream, Alexande:

Thirty years ago he built one of tne 
largest cotton mills in Canada, at 
Marysville. He ruled his town witn 
an iron hand. It was well for every; 
one to go fo his Methodist churen.

WILL PROTECT GAME| 


GAME TO BE CARED FOR 
ROCKY MOUNTAINS 


Superintendent of Forestry Campbell 
Declares That Establishment of 
Forest Reserve on the East Slope 
of the Rockies Will Not Open 
Park to Hunters—Will Prevent all 
Trespass. 


Calgary.—That the whole of the 
eastern slope of the Rockies, set aside 
by the Dominion government as a for- 
est reserve, will be also in effect a gi- 
gantic game preserve was the state- 
ment made recently by R. H. Camp- 
bell, superintendent of forestry. It 


was feared that the reduction in area 
of Jasper, park, Rocky Mountain park, 
Banff park and others, in consequence 
of the new forest reservations, would 
result in the throwing open to sports 
men of areas in which for ten. years or 
more the game has been most strictly 


guarded. Such, however, is not the 
case. 
In explaining the situation Mr. 


Campbell said: There seems to be 
considerable misunderstanding in re- 
gard to the effect on the protection of 
game in the Rocky mountains of the 
re-establishment of parks within the 
Rocky mountains forest reserve since 
the passage at. the last session of the 
Dominion parliament of the forest re- 
serves and parks act. It may be ex- 
plained that the act in question sets 
apart as a forest reserve the whole 
eastern slope of the Rocky mountains 
from the international boundary on 
the south to the boundary of the pro- 
vince of British Columbia, where the 
120th meridian crosses the Rocky 
mountains in the north. This re- 
serve includes all the areas now or 
formerly set apart as parks in the 
Rocky mountains by the Dominion 
government. 

The said act provides for the pre- 
vention of trespdss within the whole 
forest reserve, and under the au- 
thority of the act and the regulations 
established thereunder any person 
may be prevented from entering up- 
on the reserve or may be removed 
therefrom by the forest ranger, and 
any person so trespassing will be 
subject to the penalties provided by 
the act for an infraction of the regula- 
tions. It is proposed to use the pow- 
ers so confronted by the act for the 
protection of game to the fullest ex- 
tent that may’ be necessary and this 
will be &bsolutely the case in the dis- 
trict within the former boundaries of 
the Dominion parks. 

The parks ‘are established as pleas- 
ure resorts with the object of in- 
ducing people to go into them and 
make use of them as freely as pos- 
sible, but. in the remainder of the for- 
est reserve the inténtion is to enforce 
the act and regulations for the. pro- 
tection of the forests and the game 
even to the exclusion of the public, if 
necessary. 

The forest reserve on the eastern 
slope of the Rockies will be the larg- 
est in America. It will extend north 
and south for a distance of about 500 
miles, and. will have a width of from 
30 to 40 miles. The southern bound- 
aries of the reserve were located last 
year, and parties are now in the field 
locating the northern boundaries. 

Mr. Campbell states that the year 
1911 so far has been exceptionally free 
from fire. The only serious forest fire 
in Western Canada was the one at 
Prince Albert. The absence of fires 
has been largely due to the wetness of 
the season. 

Special precautions are te be taken 
to protect the timber along the Atha- 
basca river and shores of the-Lesser 
Slave lake. A fire patrol, built at 
Prairie Creek (milé 65 G. T. P.) has 
been floated down the river to Atha- 
basca Landing. While 40 feet in 
length, the boat draws but 18 inches 
of water, Its engines are guaranteed 
to send it against the stream at a 
speed of from six to eight miles. This 
boat will pass over the most shallow 
places and will be of great service in 
rushing men and supplies to the scene 
of fire. 

Extra fire rangers, Mr. Campbell 
states, are being plaeed in the forest 
areas of the Smoky and Wapiti rivers, 
in Grande Prairie.

Would Pass Wolseley. 

Field Marshal Viscount Wolseley, 
K.P., G.C.B.0.M., G.C.M.G., has _ en- 
tered upon his- 79th year, the gallant 
veteran having been born in Dublin. 
he entered the army, which had been 
his father’s profession, in 1852, and 

| has seen service in nearly every quar- 
| ter of the globe. 

Gaining his first medal in the Bur- 
mese War of 1852-3, he, in the Crimea, 
acting as field-engineer before Sebasto- 
l, was severely wounded, In the 
ndian Mutiny campaign, and after- 
| wards in the China War, he did good 
service, and in 1870 commanded the 
Red River Expedition. 
| For his “courage, energy, and per- 
severance” in the conduct of the 
Ashanti War, in 1873, he received the 
thanks of Parliament, and a grant of 
| $125,000, A further grant of $150,000 
was accorded him for his services as 
commander of the expedition to Egypt 
in 1882; and for his management of 
| the Gordon Relief Expedition in 1884 
he was again thanked by Parliament. 

Lord wolseley has held many im- 
portant home appointments, and from 
1895 to 1900 was commander-in-chief 
of the army. Created a baron in 1882, 
he was advanced to the rank of vis- 
count in 188, with special remainder 
to his only child, the Hon. Frances 
Garnet Wolseley.

THE CANADIAN LINE FENCE. 


Monuments That Cleave the Twe 
Countries West From the Lake of the 
Woode—Irreguiarities in State and 
County Boundaries 


The fates of empires and of dynas- 
thes have been involved in the struggle 
for boundaries. The figment that the 
Rhine was the natural frontier of 
France ended in the downfall of the 
Bonapartes and the exaltation of the 
Hohenzollerns, thus rearing the neo- 
German empire upon the ruins of the 
upstart French empire. 

in our own country the cry of “Fif- 
ty-four-forty or fight!” beld a threat 
of the mighty conflict that eventually 
proved irrepressible. And in our own 
day the dispute over the Venezuelan 
boundary nearly precipitated a war 
between the two greatest nations of 
the earth 

it was a startling figure of speech, 
that of the western orator who, mount- 
ing bigher and higher to a climax of 
buncombe, described the United States 
as bounded on the east by the Atlantic 
ocean, on the north by the aurora bo- 
realis, on the west by the setting sun 
and on the south by the gates of hell. 
Still, it was only a figure of speech. 
Canada lies between us and the boreal 
aurora. The Latin American states 
to the south hardly deserve the infer- 
pal comparison. As to the oceans to 
the east and the west of us, they may 
be left to themselves. Not mine the 
task of determining what the wild 
‘waves are saying. 

The Canadian boundary presents its 
idiosyncrasies and eccentricities, The 
eastern part of it follows oaturally 
and spontaneously the regular water 
line formed by the great iakes and 
their outlets. Thence trom the Lake 
of the Woods on the north of Minne 
sota a more direct course, man made 
and mechanical, is taken through the 
wilderness and over the mountains of 
the west to the Pacific coast. Norhas 
this course been suffered to remain a 
mere imaginary tine Man, having 


| made it, bas marked it well. Between 


the Lake of the Woods and the Red 
river cast iron pillars tave been 
placed one mile apart alternately by 
the Mnglisb and the American govern- 
ments. These are hollow castings in 
pyramidal form eight feet high, with 
@ base eight inches square, an octa- 
gon flange one inch thick and a top 
four inches equare surmounted by a 
solid cap. ' 

into these ‘hollow posts are fitted 
well seasoned cedar joists, with spikes} 
driven through holes made in the cast- 
ing. The pillars are trmly imbedded 
in the ground. Inscriptions in raised 
letters. face north and south. The 
borth side reads, “Convention of Lon- 
Gon;” the other, “October 20, 1818” 
Beyond the Red river the boundary 
line is generally denoted by earth 
mounds and stone cairns 7 by 8 feet, 
though these are occasionally .diversi- 
fed by wooden posts of the same 
beight as the’iron pillars and painted 
fed above ground ‘brough forests 
clearings have been made a rod wide 
Where bodies of water are crossed 
Monuments of stone rise several feet 
above bigh tide. Over the mountains 
sbafts of granite supersede the pillars, 
mounds and cairns. 

There are eccentricities in state 
lines as well as in those which limit 
the confines of the United States. 
Thos the line that separates Delaware 
from Pennsylvania (Newcastle and 
Chester counties respectively) sudden- 
ly curves upward and forms a semi- 
circle just above the ancient town of 
Newcastle

aries were generally expressed not by 
latitude and jongitude, but by refer 
ence to some known location In the 
deed by which Delaware was trans 
ferred there was ceded all the land for 
tweive miles round Newcastle, togeth- 
er with certain other areas. ip estab. 
lishing the boundaries of the present 
state of Delaware this description was 
taken Mterally, and part of a circle, 
with the center at Newcastie, was sur- 
veyed upon a tweive mile radius.
